The Senate got down to business yesterday, passing the first bill 


at this session of the .Legislature, and for the bill to pay their own 
expenses.

The House, unfortunately, has not done so well. 
Nearly the 


whole of the day was~ consumed in the discussion of the report of the 
special committee appointed to look into the matter of the appointment 
of Chester Doyle to be Japanese interpreter in the Circuit Court, in 
the room of a man whom Judge De Bolt had displaced for "incompe- 
tency," to use the words of the Judge himself, as shown in the special 
committee's report, and at that the conclusion of the majority—at least 
of the majority of the speakers—seemed to be that the whole hing was 
a matter with which the House had nothing to do. 
One member, Mr. 


Knudsen, even went so far as to assert that the House was being used 
to air a private grievance, and he entered his pfotest against it in the 
name ;of the dignity of that body.

The story was current at the Capitol yesterday that Governor Dole 


would send a supplemental message to the Legislature today calling for 
the passage of a special appropriation bill to pay bills for the present 
biennial period already incurred, the chief of these being for the ex- 
penses of the courts.

One of these was a bill introduced by Senator Crabbe to permit all 
grocers doing a business of more than $100,000 per year to take out 
license to sell liquor by the bottle, thus enabling them to serve the de- 
mands of their customers.

the records hardly bear out this as- 
sumption. 
The value of the 'public, 


lands might be placed at $5,000,000 ou 
a liberal estimate, but that would hard- 
ly be realized through sales. In the first 
place, there are buildings which must 
be used by the Territory, and again, 
there are tracts which the United 
States government has taken, the value 
of which must be deducted frott xhe 
estimates. Too much stress cannot be 
laid upon the necessity for ample pro- 
vision for ultimate payment If bonds 
are to be sold at fair Hgtires. 


The appropriation questions are knot- 


ty, a* well. If counties are to succeed 
to all public utilities, the Territory 
naturally will b* averae to the Initia- 
tion of great projects for Improvement, 
and, 
M well, will want to go over the 


salary list of Its public servants. Thus 
the official* who#e duties will b* great- 
ly curtailed will find, perhaps, that sal- 
aries are likewise lewened. This, ac- 
cording to oome, will mean a paltry bill 
to carry thp g-overnment to December 
XL 1908, and another to continue the 
period to June SO, I»CK.

In the House on Saturday Repre- 


sentative C. A. Long introduced bis 
bill to create the city and county of 
Honolulu, its boundaries including the 
whole of Oahu, which would be taken, 
by the passage of the act, out of the 
county bill prepared by the Republican 
Central Committee. The bill provides 
for a government modeled somewhat 
upon that of the city and county of 
San Francisco, dividing the Island into 
twelve wards, each of which is to have 
one representative in the municipal 
council. The pay of the council shall 
be J10 per day for each member when 
the day's session IB four hours or more, 
and 15 per day for shorter sessions, 
provided that the council shall sit for 
not more than twelve days in one 
month. The entire machinery of a city 
government is provided, the several 
officers being salaried as follows:: 
Mayor. $3.000 per annum; city clerk, 
$2,400; auditor, $2.400; treasurer. $2,400: 
city attorney, $3.000: city Judpre, $S,000: 
five district magi»trate», each. $2,500. 
In addition to these, there Ig a com- 
missioner of public works, appointed by 
the mayor and council, at a salary of 
$2,400 a year; a chief of police and

The Wailuanul tract 
at Keanae, of about 1000 acres; is to be 
surveyed and subdivided into 20 and 
40 acre tracts. Thfe is the best piece 
of land offered, and a colony of Amer- 
ican farmers should be able to dp 
well here. 
Eight hundred acres of the Kanaka- 


108 tract is to be subdivided Into two 
tracts of 400 acres each, and an at- 
tempt lo establish dairy farms on them 
will be made. If successful other tracts 
In that district will be turned -into 
dairy farms. 


With reference to the immense area 


thotities favored the merchants' memo- 
rial. Taking $5,000 as an average for 
each transport this'would give Hono- 
lulu an additional cash revenue of near- 
ly'$120,000 per annum.' 


The local merchants are ready to 


combat the argument that it is cheap- 
er for the transports to take the great 
circle route by making 'the counter-ar- 
guinent that the'transports of necessity 
have to put into Nagasaki for coal and 
supplies on each trip.'
